Explaining the object and nature of the work. 


T HE object of this compilation was to 
furniſh to families and churches a collection of 
devout hymns, ſufficiently numerous and vari- 
ous, for the purpoſes of ſocial worſhip, and at 
the ſame time, as far as could be, neither offen- 
five nor diſguſtful to any ſerious chriſtian, in 
point either 15 doctrine, ſentiment, or language. 
To attain this end, every liberty has been taken 
of tranſpoſing, altering, retrenching, adding; 
and the whole has been ſubmitted to the cenſure 

of ſeveral of the compiler's friends, who have 
long wiſhed for a ſelection of this kind, and 
whoſe knowledge, taſte, and devotional turn of 
mind, qualified them to judge of the work and 


to improve it. It was meant that nothing, of 
whatever nature, ſhould occur in the pieces 


which compoſe this little volume, to embarraſs 


or interrupt the devotion of the worſhipper ; 
and it is hoped they will be found capable both 
of expreſling and promoting all the good affec- 
tions in which the chriſtian character conſiſts.

The principles upon which this ſelection has 
been made are theſe, 


That no compoſition, conſiſting merely of 
ideas and propoſitions, unaccompanied with ſen- 
timents, can properly be ſet to muſic : Who 
would ſing Locke's Eſſay, or Euclid's Elements, 
or a Confeſſion of Faith, or an Act of Parlia- 
VEW | 


That ſentiments unconnected, or not cloſely 
connected, with devotion, ſuch, for inſtance, 
as ariſe ſolely from pure pictureſque deſcription 
of natural ſcenes, are not proper ſubjects of 
ſacred muſic: Let me be permitted, ſince no 
other inſtances at this moment occur to me, to 
exemplify this obſervation in much of the ſe- 

cond and fourth ſtanzas of Addiſon's twenty- 
third pſalm; of Dr. Watts' hymn, beginning 
with, „There is a land of pure delight * and 
of Mrs. Barbauld's hymn, beginning thus, 
„ IJchovah reigns, let every nation hear,” 


That whatever ſentiments may properly be 
addreſſed to God in plain unmeaſured language, 
and mere articulate enunciation, may, at leaſt, 
as properly be expreſſed in the figurative lan-

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ouage and the regular meaſures of poetry; and 
therefore may properly be ſung, provided the 
muſic be adapted to the ſtrain of ſentiment: 
PSALM XLVII. 7. c. 2. 8 ins 


That the language of a mind, piouſly con- 
templating the works, the providence, the nature 
or the character of God, is, to all defirable 
purpoſes, as uſeful, and indeed is as really and 
truly an act of devotion, as the language of a 
mind immediately addreſſing itſelf to the ſl - 
weng on ſuch ſubjects : 

That FR devour language of one mind utter- 
ed 1n the ſame place, and at the ſame time, by 
a number of individuals, is ſtrictly and properly 
an act of ſecial worſhip: 


That Pſalmody is not neceſſarily nor properly 
confined to the expreſſion of devout ſentiments 
only; that it is equally natural, uſeful, and 
agreeable to the principles and practice of the 


ſacred writers, Cos oss. 111. 16, to employ it 


for the edification and admonition of ourſelves 


and one another, in order to engage, confirm, 


and animate us in the exercife and culture of 
all good affections, and in the practice of all 


a 2 good 
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good works. Such pſalms, formed upon reli- 
gious principles, and ſung in concert, from re- 
ligious conſiderations, as under the eye of God, 

and in the contemplation of his preſence, con- 
ſtitute a very proper part of ſocial worſhip, and 
are not unjuſtly conſidered as an act of duty to 
God, and a tribute of homage and devotion 
paid to Him. 


This compilation has been made both from 
original authors, and from prior collections. 
The original authors are principally Patrick 
of the Charter- Houſe, Tate and Brady, Watts, 
Brown, Doddridge; to which, however, might 
be added the names of Milton, Addiſon, By- 
rom, Steele, Pope, Barbauld, Merrick, and ſome 
others. The collections, not to mention ſome 
of leſs note, and ſome in manuſcript commu- 
nicated to the compiler. by his friends, are 
Mr. Pope's, the two Briſtol Collections, the | 
Liverpool, Dr. Enheld's, Mr. Lindſey? s, and 
Mr. Williams'. The Selection is diſpoſed in || '

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The pſalms are not arranged according to 
their ſubjects. This would have created a very 
unneceſſary and uſeleſs expence of time. The 
volume, conſidered as a Miſcellany of Devotions, 
has more variety, and is more agreeable, not 
ſo arranged. An accurate claſſification of com- 
poſitions ſo looſe as poetical devotional com- 


poſitions generally are, could not have been 


made: and an index, in which a pſalm that 

might be equally claimed by ſeveral ſubjects 
is ranged under ll, will ſerve every PRI of 

any claſſification that can be deſired. : 


The order that has been obſerved, with a 
very few exceptions, proceeding not from de- 
ſign but accident, is this: The oldeſt authors 
have been taken firſt; their different works in 
the order of their publication, ſo far as that 
was known to the compiler, and. the pieces of 
the ſame work in the order in which the author 
had arranged them. This is ſaid with reſpect 
to the original authors that have been uſed, 
The pſalms that have been taken from prior 


collections follow thoſe that have been taken 


from original authors, and have been diſpoſed, 
in this ſelection, according to the ſame principle. 
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It is not poſſible that the productions of 0 


many different writers, in different periods, 


ſhould be equally acceptable or ſuitable to 


every individual, or to every ſociety ; but it 1s} 
| hoped that, upon the whole, the variety will 


be acceptable to all ; and that the arrangement, 


which has juſt now been mentioned, will enable 


any to accommodate themſelves with ſuch 
pſalms as their occaſions may call for, of ſuch 
ſtile and manner as ſhall be agreeable both to 


their general taſte, and to their accidental diſ-

EXPLICATION, in alphabetical order, of ſome terms 


and phraſes that occur in the following collection 


of pſalms, or in others from which my Pave 
been ſelected. 


ALL languages hav. their peculiarities. 
Languages of the ſame age differ in different 
countries ; and languages of different ages in 
the ſame. The languages of ancient times, 
and of the eaſtern world, are extremely diffe- 
rent from ours; and this not merely in the 


ſounds by which they expreſs the ſame ideas, 
but in the combinations of words, in the im- 


port and value of the phraſes which theſe com- 
binations form, in images, alluſions, and even 
in conceptions and ideas. The Jewiſh language, 
as muſt neceſſarily be the caſe from the ſingu- 
larity of the conſtitution and manners of that 
people, is ſingular. The New Teſtament was 


writ by Jews, and though not in their own 


proper language, yet it every where betrays 
the character of the writers, and bears upon it 
the peculiarities of that language. The terms 
and phraſes of it cannot always be accurately 
expreſt by a literal verſion of them; and ſome- 
times thoſe which look as like as poſſible to 

the

the terms and phraſes we would expreſs, being 
connected with modern practices and ideas, 
and their value eſtimated thereby, will lead us 
far from the conceptions and the purpoſe of 
the writer. In ſuch caſes we are ſometimes in 
danger of being miſled by the connection which 
the terms we employ have, ven with practices 
and ideas that took their riſe from thoſe ſcrip- 
tural ones which we would explain. To us, 
therefore, the terms and phraſes of the ſcrip- 
. tures, even of the ſcriptures in our own 
language, muſt, of courſe, need explication : 
{_ - and, conſequently, fince it has been the cuſtom 
to form the ſtyle of pſalms, hymns, and other 
books of devotion in uſe among us, upon that 
of ſcripture; in theſe ſuch expreſſions will often 
be occurring, as, if we are not aware, will 
. awaken no ideas, or only obſcure and unjuſt | 
ones; and yet theſe obſcure and unjuſt 1deas 
will acquire an eſtabliſhment and an authority in 
our minds that is not due to them, thro? the re- 
verence we owe to the word of God from which 
they will appear to be derived. A careful ex- 
plication of ſcripture-terms, drawn from its 
true ſources, is the more deſirable, that it has 
been ſo much the practice of Chriſtian Divines 
to uſe them and explain them, not according

to their original import in the ſacred writers, 
but annexing to them ideas, and connecting 


with them trains of ideas, eſſential in artificial 


ſyſtems of theology, yet probably unknown 


altogether to the writers whoſe language they 
are employed to illuſtrate. 


If the following table mall be of uſe to any 
that wiſh for ſuch aſſiſtance, it will be well. 
The reader, however, will be cautious in the 
uſe of it; and, in his peruſal of the ſcriptures, 
will be attentive to obſerve how far the expli- 
cations, herein contained, give light to him in 
that employment, and accord with what he 
finds in the word of God. In Acrs xvii. 11. 
Luke records it to the honour of the Berceans, 
that they ſearched the ſcriptures daily, whe- 
ther thoſe things, which Paul and Silas told 


them, were. ſo.
